CAMELLIA SASANQUAS 


As camellias go, this specie is very hardy. Reports as to just how hardy 
are conflicting but it is our opinion that they may be grown in Zones I, I 
- and III. 


Sasanquas are not suitable for corsage work or cutting. They are hardier 
and freer blooming than the Camellia Japonicas and we recommend them for 
landscape use. 


Sasanquas make an excellent informal hedge. They may be cut back in 
the spring but they should not be kept clipped since this will interfere with 
their bloom. For use as a hedge in Zone I and II we recommend Cleopatra 
or Snow on the Mountain since they are the most compact. In Zone III Rosea 
would be preferable since it is somewhat hardier. Our sasanquas are all about 
2’ tall and well branched. Price for this size reduced from 50c to 35c and in 
moderate quantities we offer them even cheaper.

For massed display of brilliant color the azalea is unexcelled by any other 
shrub. Azaleas are easy to grow if you are careful to select varieties hardy 
for your climate and if you plant them in acid soil. 


Our map on the reverse side is designed to aid you in selecting the best 
varieties for your location. Soil in most of the East and Southeast is already 
acid but if your local soil happens to contain too much lime this can be easily 
counteracted by the use of an acid fertilizer. 

ALL of the Azaleas now being offered are dwarf types and 

all are quite hardy. All of them will grow well in zones I, 

Ii and III but Hinodegiri is even hardier than the others 


and will also grow in Zone IV. These plants are about 6 
inches tall and are lightly branched.

GARDENIAS 


We offer nicely branched 18” to 24” Gardenias for 85¢ each or 10 for 
$2.50. These plants are of the so-called “ever blooming type”. However, they 
usually bloom heavily only in spring and fall. We recommend them for Zones 
I, IJ and III only. We do not recommend them for indoor 


CALADIUMS 


Caladiums are our most popular plant. They produce beautifully colored. foliage 
which last all summer and they make a magnificent display for a very modest 
investment. 


While most bulbs which produce in the summer or fall should be planted in the 
winter or early spring, Caladiums are an exception. It is definitely a mistake to 
plant Caladiums before the advent of warm weather. We strongly recommend 
that they not be planted until after the first of May and they may be planted as late 
as the end of June. 


PLANTER 


Attractive forest green metal planter with baked on enamel finish. Has four 
side drainage holes which provide excellent drainage. Ideal for pot plants re- 
quiring good drainage (most do). Large enough (over 6” wide) and deep 
enough (over 6” deep) to give your plants “growing room”. Contains enough 
soil to stay moist for several days between waterings. Give your house plants 
a chance — plant them in a properly designed container. These are mass pro-
